A long simmering problem in the Caribbean threatens 
to boil over into armed conflict if a solution fair to all is 
not found, and fairly soon 
We refer to the self-governing territory of Belize, or 
British Honduras as it is more commonly called. It is 
claim ed by Guatemala on the basis of history and 
geography, but it is still protected by Great Britain, 
which obtained it originally through a logging concession 
from Spain in the 18th century. 
Now the British propose to grant Belize full in­ 
dependence and, as a result, matters are heating up 
sharply. Of some 130,000 people inhabiting Belize about 
45,000 are black, the remainder being Mayans and 
Spanish speaking mestizos.

reaction at the grass roots that 
is giving momentum to the quiet 
campaign of Ronald R eagan- 
and even George Wallace. 
In many cases, voters without 


clear-cut conservatives on their 
ballots cast their votes as far to 
the right as possible. And on 
issues-from the Equal Rights 
Am endm ent 
(voted 
down 
soundly in New York and New 
Jersey) to busing or big spen­ 
ding bonds-the people gave a 
loud, “no." 
Across 
the 
country 
voters 
rejected 93 per cent of the total 
of $6.33 billion in bonds up for 
approval. 
Ohio voters, by a 
margin of 4 to 1, rejected Gov. 
Jam es Rhodes’ “Blueprint for 
Ohio’’ which would have beset 
the state with the highest tax- 
backed debt in the nation, $10 
billion. 
In Washington State, voters 
rejected by an overwhelming 2- 
to-1 margin a proposed 12 per 
cent tax on corporate profits. 
Businessmen had campaigned 
against the tax on the obvious 
grounds that it would drive 
business-and jobs--out of the 
state. 
In New- Jersey, Democratic 
Gov 
Brendan 
Byrne 
was 
handed a defeat of the $922- 
million bond issue he wanted for 
such items as mass transit and 
water pollution control. Byrne, 
backed by organized labor and 
environmental 
groups, 
had 
spent $250,000 campaigning to 
promote the bond issue. 
In New York City, residents 
overrode 
M ayor 
Abraham 
Beame and swept aside the 
palms-up pleading of pow-erful 
municipal unions to vote in six 
city charter amendments that 
would tighten oversight of city 
hall spending and require public 
disclosure 
of 
all 
city 
labor 
contracts. 
Statew ide, 
Texas 
v o te rs 
trampled by a 3-to-l margin the 
proposed new constitution that 
would 
have 
fostered 
deficit 
spending. 
A significant example of a 
national trend of voter sen­ 
timent could be seen in counties 
bordering on Washington, D.C., 
where citizens rejected a liberal 
Democrat philosophy that calls 
for “ no growth" in everything 
but the bureaucracy. 
In Arlington, voters decisively 
defeated seven of eight bond 
issues, including a $25-million 
issue for the county’s share of 
the District of Columbia's multi­ 
billion dollar boondoggle mass 
transit 
system, 
Metro. 
The 
Arlington vote against the Metro 
system showed the public is 
tired of having mass transit 
shoved down its throat as some 
kind 
of money-saving public 
benefit. 
Metro, 
which 
was 
supposed to cost $2.6 billion, is 
now expected to top $5 billion 
and offer less than was first 
contemplated. 
Deep feelings against busing 
were an obvious factor in two 
elections, 
the 
K entucky 
governorship 
and 
B oston’s 
mayoralty race. In Kentucky, 
incumbent 
Julian 
Carroll’s 
victory was hailed as having 
“ defused” busing as an issue, 
but it w-as clear that Carroll had 
to take a strong anti-busing 


Washington Merry-Go-Round

GASEOUS MYSTERY 
with LESWHITTEN 
WASHINGTON — We hate to 
say we told you so, but we told 
you so. 
As early as Nov. 22, 1974, we 
warned that the natural gas 
industry 
was 
conspiring 
to 
create a phony “ shortage" as an 
excuse to deregulate prices. We 
suggested 
in 
subsequent 
columns that plent y of gas was 
available to heat homes and run 
factories. It simply wasn’t being 
delivered. 
We pointed out that the gas 
companies had contracted to 
deliver 31 per cent more gas 
than was coming through the 
pipelines. It was unlikely, we 
suggested, that the companies 
would have signcxi contracts to 
deliver more gas than they had 
available. 
The producers simply were 
holding back gas, we charged, 
until they got the right price. 
Now they have got the right 
price, and, voila, there is sud­ 
denly plenty of natural gas. 
Congress has allowed them to 
sell gas at unregulated prices to 
“ emergency" areas. It was the 
companies, 
of 
course, 
that 
created the emergency in the 
first place by curtailing gas 
deliveries. Now that they can 
charge the price they want, the 
gas is flowing again, and the 
emergency 
miraculously 
has 
evaporated. 
This little shell game, which 
will cost utility users millions, 
could have been exposed if the 
government had kept its own 
data on oil and gas reserves. 
Then the government would 
have 
known 
w hether 
the 
“ shortage" was real or con­ 
trived. 
With this in mind, Congress 
authorized the Federal Energy 
A dm inistration 
(FEA ) 
to 
conduct a “ complete and in­ 
dependent analysis of actual 
(domestic) oil and gas reser­ 
ves,” 
and 
appropriated 
$3 
million to do the job. 
We reported in November, 
1974, that the FEA survey was 
being run “for the benefit of the 
oil men, not for the benefit of the 
public.” We noted that survey 
forms “had been modified to 
incorporate 
virtually all 
the 


suggestions trom the industry.” 
We also reported that the 
survey forms were being in­ 
fluenced 
by 
the 
American 
Petroleum 
Institute, 
the 
in­ 
dustry’s powerful Washington 
lobby. 
However, 
we 
quoted 
the 
survey director, Daniel Rath- 
bun, as insisting that the FEA 
would go to other sources to find 
out 
how 
much 
oil and gas 
America 
really 
has 
in 
its 
reserves. 
As it turned out, Rathbun's 
study praised both the American 
Petroleum 
Institute 
and 
the 
American Gas Association for 
their efforts in compiling the 
data on oil and gas reserves. The 
study recommended that the 
government merely keep an eye 
on these two industry groups, 
rather than run surveys of its 
own in the future. 


Then, believe it or not, Rath- 
bun left the government and 
went to work for the American 
P etro le u m 
Institute. 
This 
heightened our suspicion that 
the $3 million survey, which was 
supposed to give the public a 
true picture of the oil and gas 
shortage, was shaded to favor 
the industry. 
We called Rathbun who in­ 
sisted that he had no ties to the 
oil industry and swore that his 
study was not slanted. We have 
now 
learned, 
however, 
that 
Rathbun has a close tie to 
Charles DiBona, the American 
Petroleum Institute’s executive 
vice president. 
DiBona 
first 
worked 
with 
Rathbun in the Pentagon eight 
years ago. Then DiBona hired 
Rathbun to work at the Center 
for 
Naval 
Analysis. 
DiBona 
subsequently 
joined 
the 
American Petroleum Institute, 
and Rathbun stayed in govern­ 
ment, winding up at the FEA. 
Now Rathbun has joined his old 
friend DiBona at the American 
Petroleum 
Institute, 
and 
DiBona was the man who put 
him on the payroll. 
The 
taxpayers, 
meanwhile, 
have spent $3 million to be told 
that the oil and gas industry can 
be trusted to continue to inform 
the givernment whether or not 
there is a shorthere is a shortage 
elusion that the Federal 'trade 
Commission, for one, has called 


“ questionable." 
Footnote: DiBona told us he 
might have talked to Rathbun in 
general terms about the study 
before hiring him. DiBona in­ 
sisted “there just isn’t anything 
sinister to it.” He had asked 
Rathbun to continue to work for 
the 
A m erican 
P etro leu m 
Institute because he is a man of 
“ intelligence 
and 
integrity," 
said DiBona. Both Rathbun and 
DiBona said they didn’t recall 
discussing 
the 
FEA 
survey 
before the job offer. 
Arab Boyc ott - Rogers C. B. 
Morton, the outgoing Commerce 
Secretary, has turned over to 
Congress at last the names of 
American 
companies 
which 
have been pressured by Arab 
countries 
to 
support 
th eir 
boycott 
of 
Jewish-affiliated 
businesses. 
Morton insisted, however, that 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif,, who 
requested the names, should 
never releaase them. Through 
the Commerce 
Departm ent’s 
own mishandling of the names, 
however, we have learned some 
of them. 


Morton 
wrote to Attorney 
General Edward Levi on August 
1, 1975, for example, discussing 
an Arab boycott request from 
the Jordanian government to 
International Bechtel, Inc. The 
Jordanians 
repudiated 
the 
religious discriminatory request 
to Bechtel, he reported. 
But he added, “I am now 
writing to inform you, for such 
investigation as you may deem 
appropriate, of four additional 
Arab boycott requests reported 
to this Department which we 
believe involve discrimination 
on ethnic or religious grounds.” 
Morton 
listed 
possible 
discriminatory requests from 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia to four 
U.S. firms: the Whittaker Corp.

refused to comment on what 
companies are involved. All the 
companies named in Morton’s 
letter denied any discriminatory 
practice.

Rare Books: 
Tony Pro Drew big money 
from 
union while in Federal 
Prison 
NEW YORK - This Hoffa 
case has brought more digging 
than did the gold rush at Sutter’s 
mill. But the federals aren’t just 
slushing in swamps. They're 
digging 
the 
books 
of 
the 
notorious New Jersey Team ­ 
ste rs 
Local 
560, 
spaw ning 
grounds of Anthony ¡Tony Pro) 
Provenzano, a chap who used to 
be 
well fixed in the highest 
political 
circles. 
You 
know', 
mayors, a governor qr two. 
Even a Congressman or two or 
three. 
At this writing the govern­ 
ment 
men 
h av e n ’t 
stru ck 
Hoffa’s body. But they have 
found gold in the records of 
Local 560 -- Tony Provenzano’s 
gold stashed away in escrow to 
the tune of some $223.000. 
F ed era l 
reports 
disclose 
that 
this 
form er 
local 
president drew this money when 
he was out of the union, some of 
it while in prison, some of it 
after he was released. Not in a 
big lump 
But at the rate of 
$25,000 annually. 
This 
re tro a c tiv e 
sa la ry 
payment shows that Tony Pro 
once was the world’s highest 
paid labor leader. 
It all begins in 1962 when 
modestly he rejects a proffered 
$25,000-a-year 
increase 
and 
shortly after spurns, almost in 
language 
of 
W ashington 
disdaining the crown, an ad­ 
ditional $50,000 hike. Both raises 
were “voted" him during small 
union 
meetings. This, said ht 
then, was touching evidence of 
the 
affection 
of 
his -14.000 
followers. 
Had he taken the money then 
he would have been “earning" 
at least $97,000 a year from the 
local. 
His salary was about 
$22,000 to start. But, he averred, 
it just wouldn’t be cricket. Not 
for a trade unionist such as he. 
Reports are that at the same 
time he was also being paid for 
holding other teamsters offices. 
Thus 
he would have had an 
annual take of some $120,000. At 
least. 
But not he, said a spokesman 
in Feb. 1963: 
“ He 
stands 
on 
his 
prior 
statement on that raise. He 
(Tony Pro) has not been paid 
one cent of it. It is not being held 
in escrow, 
nor has it been 
allocated to him on the union’s 
financial books." 
That’s positively true. Tony 
Pro had a premonition. 
As 
president under indictment for 
extorting 
a 
house 
from 
an 
employer in exchange for labor 
peace, Mr. Provenzano was not 
about to sully his reputation. 
Besides which he could just 
make a mental note of what the 
union might owe him when he 
needed it. And he had been in a 
tough reelection campaign. He 
won. But only by 577 votes, 


tfrxigh he had boasted he would 
w in tnree to one. 
The actual memorandum of 
overdue back pay was not put on 
the union books until 1968 -- two 
y ea rs 
after 
he 
went 
to 
Lew'isburg Penitentiary where he 
met 
pal 
Jimmy 
(H). 
The 
notation indicates that there was 
a liability of $223,000 for unpaid 
salaries for Anthony Proven­ 
zano 
He was in prison then, of 
course. Then in 1969 he drew 
$22,800. Still in the pen And in 
1970, $25,000. Since then, ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
federal 
authorities, he has been paid 
$25,000 annually though he has 
held no union post. He couldn’t 
have, under the law. Recently he 
did 
becom e 
Local 
560’s 
secretary- treasurer, replacing 
one of his brothers. 
The local’s records reveal the 
drew a total of $147,800 from the 
union So durance was not so 
vile. 
And 
certainly 
all 
this 
helped 
him 
fancy 
up 
his 
Hallandale, Fla., home (said to 
be worth a quarter of a million 
dollars). He was arrested there 
the other day on charges 
of 
conspiring 
to 
tribe 
another 
teamsters official, to arrange a 
kickback on a $2.3 million loan 
from a New York State team ­ 
sters pension fund. 
Mr. Pro has been reported a 
central figure in the FBI’s in­ 
vestigation 
of 
the 
Hoffa 
disappearance. He appears to 
have been a busy man. But the 
Hoffa mystery has nothing to do 
with the discovery of Pro’s gold 
in the local’s books nor with the 
current bribery indictment. The 
latter is an offspring of the FBI 
and 
the 
William 
Aronwald, 
Justice 
Dept, 
anti-organized 
crime strike force investigation 
of 
garment 
area 
trucking, 
known as Operation Cleveland. 
The 58-year-old Tony Pro, now 
out on $25,000 bail and under 
close surveillance, was one of 
the trio whom Hoffa said, just 
before 
he 
disappeared, 
he 
(Hoffa) was going to meet. Mr. 
Provenzano denies this and says 
he can prove he was not in the 
area where Jimmy hit the deck. 
It’s all very intricate. The 
investigating authorities in the

THE BELIZE 
PROBLEM 
A long simmering problem in the Caribbean threatens 
to boil over into armed conflict if a solution fair to all is 
not found, and fairly soon 
We refer to the self-governing territory of Belize, or 
British Honduras as it is more commonly called. It is 
claimed by Guatemala on the basis of history and 
geography, but it is still protected bv Gtv 
tntain 
w hich obtained it originally through a logging concession 
from Spain in the 18th century. 
Now the British propose to grant Belize full in­ 
dependence and, as a result, matters are heating up 
sharply. Of some 130,000 people inhabiting Belize about 
45,000 are black, the remainder being Mayans and 
Spanish speaking mestizos. To further muddy the 
waters, Mexico is claiming the northern part of the 
territory; Jam aica, Barbados, and Trinadad- Tobago 
are encouraging their surplus blacks to emigrate to 
Belize and settle there; oil has been discovered just 
across the border in Guatemala; the British have 
reinforced 
their 
naval 
and land forces; 
and the 
Guatemalans have m assed troops on their side of the 
border. Other Central Americans states have rallied to 
support Guatemala’s claim. In such a situation there is 
plenty of tinder for trouble. 
What to do? On the basis of the historical record 
Guatemala would seem to have a considerable case 
True, in 1859 Britain forced Guatemala to recognize, by 
treaty, a definite boundary. But Guatemala was to be 
offered compensation in the form of a railroad to be built 
by the British from Belize City to the Guatamalan 
capital. This was never done, and Guatemala argues that 
as a consequence the whole treaty has lapsed. 
But a large and alien black population now exists and is 
growing larger. These people do not want incorporation 
into Guatemala. 
The solution, 
therefore, might 
well be to give 
Guatemala a portion of southern Belize which would 
involve chiefly the Spanish speaking area and peoples as 
well as providing Guatemala with an enlarged coastal 
access to the Caribbean Sea. A small part of the northern 
area could go to Mexico. This would leave the middle 
part of the country to the blacks. It would be another 
ministate, to be sure, but there is plenty of precedent for 
them. 
Some such compromise seem s imperative, sooner or 
later, if a Caribbean war is to be avoided

SCHLESINGER 
SPEAKSOUT 
We are glad to note that former Secretary of Defense 
James Schlesinger is not going to remain primly silent 
concerning his differences with the Administration over 
U.S. defense policy. Since these differences were, ap 
parently, the real reason why President Ford fired him, 
Schlesinger will do the country a se n ice by laying them 
out on the table so that the public will be better able to 
form its own judgment of the situation. 
Mr. Schlesinger’s recent appearance on the NBC 
television program “ Meet the P ress’ was a good step in 
that direction. In the interview Schlesinger said that one 
of his major complaints while still in office concerned the 
proposed cut in the Defense Dept, budget of $7 billion 
below the level that the Administration had earlier 
projected for the fiscal 1977 year. This would require a 
reduction of 200,000 men from our 2.1 million- man 
military force. Schlesinger claimed that “a shrinkage of 
the force structure of that sort is not consistent with 
maintaining a military balance in a period of time in 
which the Soviets have expanded in every conceivable 
area.” He noted that Russia now has more than 4 million 
men under arms while the U.S. has half that num ber and 
is down to the lowest point since the Korean war 
The ex-secretary further asserted that the U S is

We are not among those who believe that unpleasant 
reality can be changed by ignoring or masking it. We 
hope that James Schlesinger will continue to give us the 
facts as he sees them.

Businessmen had cam paigned 
against the tax on the obvious 
grounds that 
it would drive 
business-and jobs--out of the 
state. 
In New Jersey, Dem ocratic 
Gov 
B rendan 
B yrne 
w as 
handed a defeat of the $922- 
million bond issue he wanted for 
such items as m ass transit and 
w ater pollution control. Byrne, 
backed by organized labor and 
environm ental 
groups, 
had 
spent $250,000 cam paigning to 
promote the bond issue. 
In New York City, residents 
o v erro d e

B eam e and swept aside the 
palm s-up pleading of powerful 
municipal unions to vote in six 
city charter am endm ents that 
would tighten oversight of city 
hall spending and require public

A significant exam ple of a 
national trend of voter sen­ 
tim ent could be seen in counties 
bordering on Washington, D C., 
where citizens rejected a liberal 
D em ocrat philosophy that calls 
for “ no growth” in everything 
but the bureaucracy. 
In Arlington, voters decisively 
defeated seven of eight bond 
issues, including a $25-million 
issue for the county’s share of 
the District of Columbia’s m ulti­ 
billion dollar boondoggle m ass

system , 
Metro.

Arlington vote against the Metro 
system showed the public is 
tired of having mass transit 
shoved down its throat as some

now expected to top $5 billion 
and offer less than was first

Deep feelings against busing

B oston’s 
m ayoralty race 
In Kentucky, 
incumbent 
Julian 
C arroll’s 
victory was hailed as having

WASHINGTON - We hate to 
say we told you so, but we told 
you so. 
As early as Nov. 22, 1974, we 
warned that the natural gas 
industry 
was 
conspiring 
to 
create a phony “ shortage” as an 
excuse to deregulate prices We 
suggested 
in 
sub seq u en t 
columns that plent y of gas was 
available to heat homes and run 
factories It simply w asn’t being 
delivered 
We pointed out that the gas 
companies had contracted to 
deliver 31 per cent more gas 
than was coming through the 
pipelines 
It was unlikely, we 
suggested, that the companies 
would have signed contracts to 
deliver more gas than they had 
available. 
The producers simply were 
holding hack gas. we charged, 
until they got the rigid price. 
Now they have got the right 
price, and, voila, there is sud 
denly plenty of natural gas 
Congress has allowed them to 
sell gas at unregulated prices to 
“em ergency” areas. It was the 
companies, 
of 
course, 
that 
created the em ergency in the 
first place by curtailing gas 
deliveries. Now that they can 
charge the price they want, the 
gas is flowing again, and the 
em ergency 
miraculously 
has 
evaporated. 
This little shell game, which 
will cost utility users millions, 
could have been exposed if the 
governm ent had kept its own 
data on oil and gas reserves 
Then the 
government would 
have 
known 
w hether 
the 
“ shortage” was real or con 
t rived 
With this in mind, Congress 
authorized the Federal Energy 
A dm inistration 
(FEA) 
to 
conduct a “complete and in 
dependent analysis of actual 
(dom estic) oil and gas reser­ 
ves,” 
and 
appropriated 
$3 
million to do the job. 
We reported in November, 
1974, that the FEA survey was 
being run “for the benefit of the 
oil men, not for the benefit of the 
public 
We noted that survey 
forms “ had been modified to 
incorporate 
virtually all 
the 


suggestions Irom the industry.” 
We also reported that the 
survey forms were being in­ 
fluenced 
by 
the 
Am erican 
Petroleum 
Institute, 
the 
in­ 
dustry’s powerful W ashington 
lobby. 
However, 
we 
quoted 
the 
survey director, Daniel Rath- 
bun, as insisting that the FEA 
would go to other sources to find 
out 
how 
much 
oil and gas 
America 
really 
has 
in 
its 
reserves. 
As it turned out, R athbun’s 
study praised both the Am erican 
Petroleum 
Institute 
and the 
American Gas Association for 
their efforts in compiling the 
data on oil and gas reserves The 
study recom m ended that the 
government m erely keep an eye 
on these two industry groups, 
rather than run surveys of its 
own in the future 


Then, believe it or not, Rath- 
bun left the governm ent and 
went to work for the Am erican 
P etro le u m 
In stitu te.

shortage, was shaded to favor 
the industry, 
We called Rathbun who in­

Sponsors working for 
repeal of Blue Law 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) —“An almost certain tax 
increase” could be averted if 
the state law banning Sunday 
sales is repealed, according to 
the sponsor of a repeal meas­ 
ure. 


“The state of Missouri is in a 
very tight financial situation 
and we’re facing an almost cer­ 
tain tax increase,” Rep. Phillip 
Scaglia D-Kansas City, said 
Wednesday night. 
“Repeal of the Blue Law will 
stave off a tax increase at least 
for a period,” Scaglia told the 
House Municipal Corporations 
Committee during an informal 
hearing on his bill. It would re­ 
peal the law but allow local 
governments to reinstitute the 
ban on a majority vote of the 
people. 


“I favor outright repeal of 
the 
Blue 
Law,” 
admitted 
Scaglia, “but sometimes you 
have to take half a loaf rather 
than no loaf at all.” 
In the past he has been com­ 


pletely unsuccessful in efforts 
to merely repeal the law. But 
the local option provision has 
given his campaign momen­ 
tum. The modified measure has 
gained the support of House 
Speaker Richard Rabbitt. 
Contrary to similar debates 
on the measure in past years, 
however, there were no oppo­ 
nents of the bill present to testi­ 
fy. During hearings in the last 
session, several hours of testi­ 
mony from both sides was 
heard on the measure. 
But committee member Mar­ 
garet 
Miller, 
R-Marshfield, 
while not opposing the meas­ 
ure, advised the panel she has 
received between 20 and 25 let­ 
ters in the past week opposing 
the repeal. 
She said the letters, some of 
them from large businesses in 
the Springfield area, expressed 
concern over competition with 
major discount stores and the 
possible destruction of family 
life because people would have 
to work on Sunday.
